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-Service  Fiv^Pay  Week 


BY  extending  the  principle  of  the  five- 
day  week  to  provincial  civil  servants 
the  Social  Credit  government  places  its 
own  staff  on  equal  terms  at  last  with  the 
office  and  industrial  employees  of  British 
Columbia,  most  of  whom  have  been 
enjoying  a five-day  week  for  a long  time. 
This  decision  rqcogniTes  a trend  in  employ- 
ment in  this  province  which  it  would  be 
futile  for  any  government  to  try  to  resist. 
The  shorter  work-week  has  been  so  widely 
accepted  by  employers  through  voluntary 
negotiation  as  to  leave  little  room  foi 
doubt  that  ultimately  it  will  become  gen- 
eral In  application,  whether  or  not  the 
hours  of  work  laws  make  provision  for  it. 
in  this  regard  common  practice  is  a long 
jump  ahead  of  statutory  decree. 

'Hie  promptness  with  which  the  gov- 
ernment has  put  this  major  change  into 
effect  is  bound  to  promote  better  feeling 
withih  the  civil  service.  The  new  hours  of 
work  schedule  is  not  as  easy  to  apply  as 
it  would  be  in  a private  office  or  factory. 
There  are  complicating  factors,  such  as 
the  statutory  requirement  that  certain 
branches  of  government  should  be  open 
to  the  public  six  days  a week,  and  the 
44-hour  week  contracts  with  ''outside" 
staffs.  However,  instead  of  requiring  the 
thousands  of  employees  for  whom  the 
shorter  work  week  Is  immediately  feasible 


to  wait  until  a master  plan  could  be 
worked  out  for  everybody,  the  govern-* 
ment  is  introducing  the  change  progres- 
sively, which  reflects  a practical  outlook. 

The  problem  in  connection  with  the 
remainder  of  the  employees  is  not  insuper- 
able, and  the  government  has  intimated 
that  the  necessary  reorganization  will  be 
made  as  fast  as  legislative  procedure  and 
administration  needs  will  allow.  This 
response  to  the  submissions  of  the  em- 
ployees’ association  is  vastly  different  from 
the  years  of  inconclusive  negotiation  with 
previous  administrations  which  had  en- 
gendered discontent  within  the  serviee. 

So  far  as  the  general  efficiency  of  the 
civil  service  is  concerned,  there  Is  little 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  shorter  work- 
week will  have  an  impairing  influence. 
The  effect  is  more  likely  to  be  the  opposite. 
Whereas  the  short  time  spent  in  govern- 
ment offices  on  Saturday  mornings  Is 
largely  wasted,  the  extra  half  hour  to  be 
tacked  onto  the  other  days  of  the  week 
should  produce  useful  results. 

Not  to  be  overlooked,  also — though 
Unrelated  to  the  main  issue — Is  the  advan- 
tage that  the  8.30  a m.  start  for  the  civil 
service  will  substantially  relieve  the  early 
morning  traffic  congestion  downtown,  and 
ease  the  pressure  on  the  public  transit 
system. 


Supreme  Spendthrifts 


WHEN  it  comes  to  defense  matters 
Major-General  Pearkes  knows  where- 
of he  speaks.  No  member  of  the  House 
of  Commons  is  better  informed  on  this 
subject  than  the  Progressive  Conservative 
candidate  for  Esquimalt-Saanich.  He  has 
made  it  a specialty,  and  his  views  on  mili- 
tary expenditures  thus  warrant  the  fullest 
attention.  The  facts  and  figures  he  cited 
this  week  are  In  themselves  startling 
enough,  but  not  really  surprising.  The 
Currie  report  of  a year  ago,  which  revealed 
gross  examples  of  waste  and  extravagance 
in  much  of  the  spending  of  the  huge  de- 
fense budget,  made  it  obvious  that  the  fed- 
eral government  is  supremely  careless  with 
hard-earned  taxpayers'  money.  Long 
tenure  of  office  has  made  it  indifferent 
to  the  point  where  a cabinet  minister  tells 
the  House  of  Commoas  that  if  the  armed 
forces  ask  for  a gold-plated  piano  they 
will  get  it. 

It  is  this  kind  nf  spendthrift  mentality 
that  causes  the  cost  per  day  of  a Canadian 


serviceman  to  reach  $60.40,  compared  with 
a cost  of  $13.70  in  Great  Britain  and  $26.50 
in  the  United  States.  It  Is  this  prodigality 
that  sanctioas  the  payment  of  $180,000 
for  a piece  of  land  on  which  to  build  an 
embassy  in  Rome,  and  nearly  a million 
dollars  to  renovate  another  in  Paris,  cities 
where  the  exchange  rate  vastly  favors  the 
Canadian  dollar.  It  is  this  disregard  of 
financial  hushandry  that  permits  an 
agency  supposed  to  provide  houses  for 
Canadian  citizens  to  spend  two-and-a-half 
millions  on  one  for  itself,  complete  with 
spring-filled  dance  floor. 

As  against  this  damning  record  of 
sheer  callous  waste  Finance  Minister  Ab- 
bott says:  "Not  every  dollar  has  been 
wisely  spent,  but  we  have  achieved  a fair 
measure  of  success."  If  the  facts  and  fig- 
ures cited  by  General  Pearkes  are  deemed 
by  Mr.  Abbott  to  be  what  he  can  term 
"a  fair  measure  of  success"  then  it.  is  high 
time  the  Liberal  administration  made 
way  for  one  that  will  put  an  end  to  such 
profligate  spending  of  public  funds. 


It  Happened  Before 


DENIAL  of  an  application  in  County 
Court  for  a recount  of  provincial  bal- 
lots in  Nanaimo  on  the  ground  that,  having 
been  sorted  into  piles  for  the  multiple 
count,  the  ballot  papers  were  not  put  back 
in  their  original  boxes  as  the  statute  re- 
quires, recalls  what  happened  a year  ago 
In  a mainland  riding  where  a similar  situa- 
tion had  developed.  On  that  occasion  a 
CCF  candidate  was  challenging  the  "lec- 
tion of  a Socred  in  a close  contest.  In  this 
Instance  the  request  for  a recount  came 
from  a Socred  who  was  defeated  by  a 
Progressive  Conservative  before  entry 
Into  the  last  round  count. 

Normally  under  the  single  vote  plan 
any  request  for  a recount  where  the  bal- 
loting was  within  100  votes  used  to  lx* 
considered  justified  and  by  custom  acted 
upon.  The  alternative  voting  system, 
however,  brought  a new'  election  act  into 
play  Including  the  statutory  provision 
for  the  return  of  the  ballots  to  their 
original  boxes.  As  this  is  physically  im- 


possible after  the  ballots  have  been  stacked 
into  mixed-up  piles,  the  provision  was  an 
error  in  the  act  from  a practical  stand- 
point at  least. 

In  the  Nanaimo  contest  on  the  count- 
ing out  process  10  votes  divided  the  two 
candidates  concerned;  one  to  step  down, 
and  the  other  to  go  on  to  the  final  last 
count  When  the  last  count  had  been  com- 
pleted, 18  votes  separated  the  Progressive 
Coaservative  winner  from  the  runner-up, 
a CCF  candidate  who  had  led  in  the  first- 
choice  ballots  Both  the  10-  and  18-ballot 
margins  were  close  decisions,  and  might 
easily  have  been  affected  by  a recount. 
The  alternative  vote  statute,  however, 
would  appear  to  have  outlaw'ed  recounts, 
if  the  courts  are  right  in  two  decisions 
given  one  year  apart. 

The  remedy  is  to  change  the  new 
election  act.  Rather-  than  tinker  with  the 
unpopular  alternative  ballot  system  the 
province  should  revert  to  the  single  vote 
pl8n,  where  tight  derisions  can  l>e 
reviewed.

Reports  from  Ottawa 


FOR  the  first  time."  a life-long 
Conservative  told  me  the  other 
day,  "George  Drew’s  talking  the  way 
we  always  wanted  him  to." 

Drew  seemed  to  my  Tory  friend  to 
have  lost  his  stiffness  and  pomposity, 
and  to  have  become  warm  and  human 
and  sincere.  Formerly,  although  she 
never  wavered  In  voting  Conserv- 
ative. she  thought  Drew  was  a bit  of 
a stuffed  shirt.  Now  she's  enthusi- 
astically pro-Drew. 

I could  see  what  she  meant  when  I 
traveled  with  the  Conservative  leader 
during  hts  three-day  swing  through 
eastern  Ontario  last  week.  Drew  the 
White  Knight  Is  changing,  or  trying 
to  change.  Into  Drew  the  Great  Com- 
moner. "Handsome  George"  of  1949 
isn't  quite  to  handsome  in  1963,  but 
he's  a lot  smarter. 

The  main  lesson  he  has  learned  1* 
that  you  can't  win  elections  merely 
by  damning  the  other  fellow.  His 
North  Star  aircraft  and  Canadalr  ex- 
pose failed  to  win  him  many  votes 
In  1949.  This  time  he's  emphasizing 
what  he  wants  to  do  for  the  people 
with  tax  cuts  and  other  benefits. 

* * ♦ 

In  his  approach  to  the  voters.  Drew 
(lies  the  old  but  effective  technique  of 
trying  to  get  them  to  laugh  with  you, 
not  at  you.  He  has  one  stork  speech 
which  varies  little  from  one  meeting 
to  the  next— and  every  five  minutes 
or  so  he  pauses  to  wait  for  the 
laughs. 

They  come,  too,  for  people  are 
amused  by  hla  humorous  references 
to  the  Liberals'  alleged  sins.  He  tells 
them  the  government  let  thieves 
steal  all  the  buildings  at  the  Fam- 
ham.  Que„  army  camp  except  two-  - 
"the  assembly  hall,  which  was  too  big, 
and  the  power  house,  which  was  too 
heavy."

He  get*  across  to  his  listeners.  He 
tries,  and  with  some  success,  to  por- 
tray himself  as  one  of  them— as  when 
he  told  an  audience  composed  largely 
of  civil  servants  that  he  too  had  been 
a civil  servant,  until  Hepburn's  Lib- 
eral government  fired  him.  That  got 
a laugh,  and  probably  made  some 
clerks,  Grade  II,  think  more  kindly  of 
him.  But  what  he  didn’t  tell  them 
was  that  as  a civil  servant  he  wasn’t 
a clerk.  Grade  II.  but  chairman  of  the 
Ontario  Securities  Commission. 

In  this  department  of  campaigning 
he  still  has  some  lessons  to  learn.

Even  the 
Liberals  don’t  deny  hts  sincerity,  hut 
they  do  infer  he's  a victim  of  self- 
mesmerism. as  when  Prime  Minister 
St.  Laurent  said  that  Drew  "seems  to 
believe  that  if  something  is  asserted 
often  enough  and  loudly  enough  It 
becomes  a fact." 


Opaque  Windshields

MISS  Mary  Anderson,  whose  death 
la  reported  In  Tennessee  at  the 
age  of  87,  once  thought  of  something 
before  anyone  else  did.  Fifty  year* 
ago  the  patented  a “window  cleaning 
device  for  electric  cars  ami  other  ve- 
hicles to  remove  snow.  Ice  or  sleet 
from  the  window.”  Thus.  In  1903, 
was  born  the  windshield  wiper. 

At  first  It  was  operated  by  hand, 
hut  nowadays,  of  course,  the  device 
works  automatically.  Yet  even  half 
a century  after  the  obaervsnt  Miss 
Anderson  watched  a New  York  street 
car  motor-man  trying  to  guide  his 
vehicle  through  a storm,  the  wind- 


shield wiper  has  not  yet  reached  per- 
fection. Under  most  conditions  of 
either  rain  or  snow  It  doe*  well 
enough,  but  freezing  rain  has  It  baf- 
fled. Ottawa  drivers  are  obliged  to 
carry  Ice  scrapers  as  standard  equip- 
ment. A stream  of  wafm  air  to  raise 
the  temperature  of  the  glaas  Is  only 
partially  effective  when  a genuine 
sleet  storm  Is  raging. 

This  Is  the  type  of  problem  that 
continues  to  confront  designers  of 
ear*  for  a northenf  climate.  It  L«  a 
good  subject  for  an  enterprising  en- 
glneer  to  ponder  as  he  stretches  out 
In  hta  hammock  these  July  days.

Without 

Psychology

DURING  the  United  States  Hec- 
lion  campaign  the  Republican 
party  and  Its  candidate  committed 
themselves  to  a 
more  dynamic 
strategy  of  psy- 
rhnlmrli  al  w • r~ 
fare. 

Now  the  agen- 
cies entrusted 
with  this  in  o r • 
dynamic  policy  — 
the  U-S.  informa- 
tion services 
abroad,  and  the 
Voice  of  America 
— are  In  a state  of 
total  chaos.  Resignations  have  been 
forced  In  some  places,  and  recently 
Dr.  Robert  L.  Johnson,  who  left  the 
presidency  of  Temple  University  only 
four  months  ago  to  become  admin- 
istrator of  the  state  department's  in- 
formation activities,  gave  up  hts  Job 
pleading  ill  health  as  the  result  of  un- 
bearable nervous  strain. 

The  causes  of  the  paralysis  are 
variously  attributed,  by  some  to  hold- 
overs of  Communist  Infiltration,  by 
others  to  Ihe  witch  hunt  In  Washing- 
ton. Neither,  however.  Is  the  cause. 
The  cause  Is  lack  of  understanding 
of  the  prevailing  state  of  mind  In  tha 
world  and  failure  correctly  to  analyze 
Its  mounting  currents,  with  the  result 
that  our  psychological  warfare  Is 
without  psychology,  and  Is  bouncing 
right  back  on  our  own  heads.

Nothing  could  be  more  psycholog- 
ically dense  than  publicly  to  announce 
to  the  world  the  Intention  to  wage  a 
psychological  offensive— to  give  ad- 
vance notice  that  the  U.S.  govern- 
ment la  going  all  out  to  guide  and  In- 
fluence the  minds  and  policies  of 
other  peoples. 

Other  peoples,  believe  It  or  not,  are 
very  much  like  ourselves.  Like  our* 
selves,  they  bitterly  resent  the  at- 
tempts of  foreigners  to  Influence 
their  thinking,  actions,  and  national 
policies. 

In  eastern  Europe  they  are  revolt- 
ing against  their  Russian  mentor*. 
We  think  that  is  fine,  and  therefor* 
dose  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  In  west- 
ern Europe  leaders  and  people  ar# 
also  revolting  against  their  American 
mentors. 

The  psychological  approach  to  polit- 
ical problems  requires  the  capacity  tn 
put  oneself  In  the  position  and  mind 
of  the  people  one  hopes  to  Influence. 
Before  one  can  persuade  anyone  to 
do  anything,  one  must  he  fairly 
aware  of  what  he  will  not  do.  Psy- 
chological warfare  -the  very  term 
being  psychologically  maladroit.  In-  a 
world  that  hates  warfare— la  not  a 
job  of  breaking  down  sales  resistance, 
whether  by  painting  a bogey,  or  hold- 
ing out  a bribe,  It  Is  not  a Job  for 
public  relations  counsels,  adept 
though  they  may  be  at  building  up 
personal  careers  or  selling  soap.  It 
Is  a task  for  statesmen  of  astute  and 
delicate  sensibilities.

Sometimes,  I think  that  we  need  *n 
investigation  not  of  the  patriotism  or 
loyalty  or  officials  but  of  their  con- 
genital or  acquired  idiocy. 

During  the  recent  elections  in  Italy 
the  undercurrent  which  swept  away 
xo  many  of  Premier  D*  Gasperis 
supporters  was  the  conviction  that 
he  is  an  American  stooge,  as  charged 
by  hts  opponenta. 

So  the  American  ambassador.  Mrs. 
Clare  Boothe  Luce,  puhllcly  stated 
that  If  the  De  Gasperi  coalition  lost. 
Italy  could  not  count  on  furl  her 
American  ald-thu*  confirming  the 
charges  against  De  Gasperi. 

I cannot  believe  that  this  wa*  Mrs. 
Luce’s  Ides,  for  she  is  a woman  of 
sensibility.  But  like  other  civil  serv- 
ants she  must  follow  directives.

There  might  have  been  some  merit 
In  encouraging  Chancellor  Adenauer 
to  ask.  himself,  for  aid  to  the  under 
fed  East  Germans— and  to  encounter 
and  overcome  Initial  American  re- 
sistance. A victory  over  American 
resistance  would  help  Adenauer.  But 
to  let  the  press  In  on  this  strategy  Is 
to  announce  that  the  UJS.  government 
considers  taking  advantage  of  human 
misery  for  purposes  of  political 
bribery. 

This  act  underlines*  the  charge  of 
hla  opponents  that  Adenauer  Is  an 
American  agent  and  shows  complete 
unawareneas  that  the  East  < .erman 
revolt  la  not  a demonstration  for  the 
United  State*,  but  for  German  unity 
and  Independence. 

So  this  latest  paycbriotfcal  strat- 
egy, widely  publicised  In  advance,  la 
the  exact  opposite  of  a psychological 
approach,  so  stupid  a a to  baffle  ade- 
quate comment.
